At a meeting of the board of coun- 
cllmen of the city of llopklnsvllle, 
held on Tuesday, flio 2m\ days of 
September, 1879, the followHig or- 
dinance W08 adopted, viz: 

An ordinance lo provi,1e for issu- 
ing bonds of tlie city of Hopkinsvillo 
for Ihe benefit of tlie system of public 
schools for white olilldren in snld 
city : 

Ito it ordained by the board ol 
conncilmeii of Iho cily of llopklns- 
vllle: 

Sea 1. That the chairman of the 
board of councllinen be, and he is here 
by aulliorized and directed to cause 

lo bo issued, bonds of the city of 
liopkinsvillc for an nnionnl not ex- 
ceeding twenty Ihousnnd dollnrs, iu 
accordance with the provisions of an 
Act of the General Aaseinbly of tha 
Commonwealth of Keinncky, ontl- 
llcd, "An Act to nrguiil/e and cstab. 
lish a system of public schools lu Ihe 
city ol liopkinsvllle for while cliil- 
dren in said city." Approved March 
13, 1872, for the purpose of providing 
lufids for purchasing snllnblc 
(.'rounds, nnd for building suitable 
s(;liool-lioiise or Iioihcs within the 
cily for ihepubUc scliools mentioned 
lu Ihe said Act of Assembly. 

Sac. S. The aaid bonds ao to be 
Issued shall have Inlereat coupons at- 
tached to ihem ; shall be ol Ihc de- 
noininallon of one hundred dollnrs 
each ; ahall lie redecfiiitblc at any 
timo after the expiration of three 
years from their dale, and p*ynl>fe 
ihirty years alter (heir dale, and shall 
l>car intpresl nt Ihe rale of seven per 
cenlnin per luiiMini, paynhlu seini-nii- 
iiunlly on the |>i'esentati<in of semi- 
nnnunl iiiloresi coupons at the irons- 
ury of snid city, and tiiey sliall he 
made itnynlile to henrcr. The said 
bonds shnll lie of such form as may 
lift prpfcrilied by the clmirninii of the 
hoard of coniK'ilineii, juhjecl to Ihe 
njiprovnl of the bunrd, but slmll show 
upon their fncn, tho purpose for which 
liey npe issued ; and they shall bo 
signed by the rliairnian of Ihe 
bunrd of coiiiicilnien, and ronnter- 
tigiied by the clerk llirrpof, who shnll 
nlllx the seal uf the <Mly ol liopkins- 
vllle lu encli ofaald honda; each cou- 
pon to eaeb of sold iiouds shall be 
signed only by the clerk of ihe board 
ufcunnciliiipn.
